Bids for the construction 
of the water line in Auburn 
Avenue and Auburr; Lane 
are now being invited. Plans 
and specifications prepared 
by the City Engineer have 
been adjusted to reflect the 
use of asbestos cement pipes 
as the .primary pipe mater¬ 
ial in lieu of the concrete 
lined and coated steel pipes 
originally specified. Other 
specifics t i o n. adjustments 
include expanding the time 
for the project from 40 to 
50 working days and easing 
traffic requirements to the 
point where the contractor 
need only provide one-way 
traffic and may, under cer¬ 
tain circumstances, close a 
section to through traffic so 
long as residents are as- 
of continual access.

My hope is that these 
ideas will have deep per¬ 
sonal resonances in our 
own community, although 
the central problem they ad¬ 
dress exists everywhere in 
the university world today 
and, by instant communica¬ 
tion, feeds upon, itself.

alienation of youth from our 
•society. God knows there is 
enough and more than 
enough in our often non- 
glorious civilization, to be 
alienated from, be you 
young, middleaged, or old. 

Tlio central problem to mo 
is what we do about it and 
in what manner, if we are 
interested in healing rather 
than destroying our world. 

Youth especially has much 
to offer — idealism, gen¬ 
erosity, dedication, and ser¬ 
vice. The last thing a shak¬ 
en society .needs is more 
shaking. The last thing a 
noisy turbulent, and disin¬ 
tegrating community .neod.s 
is more noise, turbulence, 
and disintegration. Under¬ 
standing and analysis of .so¬ 
cial ills cannot be conduct¬ 
ed in a boiler factory. Com¬ 
passion has a quiet way ctf 
service. Complicated social 
mechanisms, out - of - .joint, 
are not adjusted' with sledge 
hammers. 

The university cannot 
cure all our ills today, but 
it can make a valiant be¬ 
ginning by bringing all its 
intellectual and moral pow¬ 
ers to boar upon them; all 
the idealism and generosity 
of its youn,g people, all the 
wisdom and intelligence of 
its oldsters, all the expertise 
and competence of those 
who are in their middle 
years. But it must do all 
this as a .university does, 
within its proper stylo and 
capability, no longer an 
ivory tower, but not the Red 
Cross either. 

Now to the heart of my 
message. You recall my let¬ 
ter of November 2.'5, 1968. It 
was written after an inci¬ 
dent, or happening if you 
will. It seemed best to mo 
at the time not to waste 
time in personal recrimina¬ 
tions or heavy-handed disci¬ 
pline, but to profit from the 
occasion to invite this whole 
University comm.u,nity, espe¬ 
cially its central Councils of 
faculty, administration, and 
students, to declare them¬ 
selves and to .state their 
convictions regarding pro¬ 
tests that were peaceful and 
those that threatened the 
life of the community by 
disruptin.g the normal oper¬ 
ations of the University a.nd 
infringing .upon the rights 
of others. 

I now have statements 
from the Academic Council, 
the Faculty Senate, the Stu¬ 
dent Life Council, .some Col¬ 
lege Councils, the Alumn.i 
Board, and a whole spate of 
letters from individual fac¬ 
ulty members and a few 
students. Some of the.se are 
enclosed in this letter. In 
general, the reaction was 
.practically unanimous that 
this commu.nity recognizes 
the validity of protest in. our 
day — sometimes even the 
.necessity — regarding the 
current burning is.sues of 
our society: war and peace, 
especially ‘Vietnam; civil 
rights, especially of minor¬ 
ity groups; the stance of the 
University vis-a-vis moral 
issues of great public con¬ 
cern; the operation of the 
Un.iversity as university.

May I now confess that 
since la.st November I have 
been bombarded mightily 
by tlio hawks and the 
doves — almost equally. I 
have resisted both and con¬ 
tinue to recognize the right 
to protest — through every 
legitimate ciiannel — and 
to resist as well those who 
would unthinkingly trifle 
with the survival of the Uni¬ 
versity as one of the few 
open societies left to man¬ 
kind today. There is n,o di¬ 
vine assurance that the Uni¬ 
versity will survive as we 
have known and cherished 
it — but we do commit our- 
.selves to make the effort 
and count on this commun¬ 
ity, In this place, to uphold 
the efforts that you have in¬ 
spired by your clear expres¬ 
sion, of eommunity concern, 
Tlianks to all who have de¬ 
clared themselves, even to 
those who have slightly dis¬ 
agreed, biut are substantial¬ 
ly concerned as well. 

As long as the great ma¬ 
jority of this community is 
concerned and involved in 
maintain.i.n’g what it be¬ 
lieves deeply to be its ident¬ 
ity and commitment, no 
force within it, however de¬ 
termined' or organized, can 
really destroy it. If any 
community as a whole does 
not believe this, or is .not 
committed to it, it does not 
deserve to survive and it 
probably will not. I hope wo 
will. To this, I commit my-

that the great majority of 
you are with me in this 
concern and commitment. 

I truly believe that we are 
about to witness a revulsion 
on the part of legislature.s, 
.state and national, benefac¬ 
tors, parents, alumni, and 
the general public for much 
that is happening in higher 
education today. If I read 
the signs of the times cor¬ 
rectly, this may well lead 
to a suppressio,n of the lib¬ 
erty and autonomy that arc 
the lifeblood of a university 
community.

Three days after the sting, 
ulceration of the skin takes 
place. The poisonous reac¬ 
tion can eat a hole in the 
skin the size of a quarter or 
a ten inch diameter, de¬ 
pending upon the amount of 
poison injected. Further the 
Injection from the spider 
can attack the nervous sys¬ 
tem, kidneys, liver and heart 
and will, if not treated as 
soon as possible cause 
death. 

All doctors in Los Angeles 
Coiunty have been notified 
of the sym,n.toms and what 
to do in the event a patient 
comes to them for treat¬ 
ment. Serum has been 
flown in from South Amer¬ 
ica in the event it is needed. 

The National Inquiry 
Magazine just recently had 
a complete article on the 
Loxosceles Reclus e s, the 
Brown Recluse, hut this is 
not the spider found in our 
City. The Loxosceles Laeta 
found here ranges in size 
from a dime to a half dol¬ 
lar, brownish green in color 
with its abdomen a greyish 
beige and on the back of its 
head and chest is a small 
violin which is vioiet in 
color. It has six eyes and 
very thin legs. 

Scientists and spider ex¬ 
perts have spent the better 
part of last Thursday and 
Friday searching the build¬ 
ings in Memorial Park in an 
attempt to find the central 
colonization. At this writing 
their report was not avail¬ 
able, however, according to 
eittomologist Waldron, the 
spider "colony” could have 
been in the building for as 
long as two years or more.

This of course only elim¬ 
inates the danger in those 
buildings. If they were the 
central part of the coloniza¬ 
tion, it is felt that the en¬ 
tire danger Is now elimin¬ 
ated; however this will not 
be completely known for at 
lea.st another week to ten 
days. It was determined by 
the scientists, according to 
size and number, the spiders 
could have Inhabited this 
area for the past two years.

Injunctions 
Prevent Mass 
Picketing 

Two sweeping Superi o r 
Cou,rt restraining orders by 
Judge Richard Schauer, re¬ 
cently put a damper on the 
strike against Los Angeles 
supermarkets by the Retail 
Clerks Union, Local 770 and 
what the court has, in ef¬ 
fect, termed an illicit sup¬ 
port of the .strige by the 
Teamsters Union. 

The order, temporary un¬ 
til arguments can be heard 
on it June 16, restrains the 
25 locals composing the 
Teamster Joint Council No. 
42 from engaging in a strike 
or work sto;ppage against 
warehouses or distribution 
centers from which food 
.supplies flow to .store cus¬ 
tomers of the huge Los An¬ 
geles area. 

It further restrains the 
Teamster unions from com¬ 
manding, ordering or in¬ 
structing employees of the 
plaintiff stores or employees 
of other firms which supply 
the plaintifs to cand,uct a 
stoppage of work; or from 
imposing or threatening 
fines or other penalties on, 
Teamster Union members 
who choose to stay on the 
job. 

In an equaly broad order 
against the Retail Clerks 
Local 770, Judge Schauer di¬ 
rected the clerks to refrain 
from mass picketing, limit¬ 
ed pickets to two per en¬ 
trance or driveway and or- 
d'ered them off store park¬ 
ing lots. He also restrained 
them from blocking, obstruc¬ 
ting or impeding customers, 
trucks or cars or harassing, 
threatening or otherwise In¬ 
timidating eruployees or 
customers. 

Pickets, Judge Schauer 
ruled, cannot compel a cus¬ 
tomer to listen to their 
arguments or enter the store 
for any purpose except shop- 
pin,g or other legitimate 
business. 

Robert K. Fox, president 
of the Food Employers 
.Council, hailed the ruling as 
a victory for the public 
against “Big Unionism.” 

“It is high time that Big 
Unionism is shown' that it 
cannot engage in unre¬ 
strained warfare against the 
consiumer and his necessi¬ 
ties of life through plots 
and shady .power alliances 
which seek to impose its 
will on the pepple through 
sheer power of numbers 
and intimidation,” said Fox. 
“Even Big Unionism must 
realize that part of •'he price 
it must pay for the laws 
that make it possible for 
unions to operate in a free 
society is a diue and respon¬ 
sible concern for the wel¬ 
fare of its ow,n' members 
and above all, of the .pub¬ 
lic.” 

Judge Schauer’s order 
against the Teamsters parti¬ 
cularly restrained the 25 
Teamster locals from carry¬ 
ing or displaying signs or 
placards at Food Giant 
stores which say that the 
stores are on strike or that 
a labor dispute exists with 
the stores. 

It was at the Food Giant 
stores that the Retail Clerks 
.union first struck last Wed¬ 
nesday after being assured 
of support by the Teamsters; 
and after the Teamsters 
caused a walkout of clerks 
at a Food Giant store the 
day before by throwing a 
picket line around a com¬ 
plex which houses the Food 
Giant market in South 
Gate. 

The order against Local 
770 further directed pickets 
to stay 10 feet apart, .picket 
captains to enter the picket¬ 
ed area only for purposes 
related to picketing, and 
other union functionaries to 
any areas under picketing, 
stay 200 yards away from,' 
Judge Schauer also prohibit¬ 
ed destruction of store mer¬ 
chandise and strewdng store 
areas with garbage, litter or 
debris. 

Attorneys for the .plaintiff 
stores, which included all 
supermarkets struck by the 
clerks’ union, said the 'Un¬ 
ions must now obey the or¬ 
der or face contempt of 
court action by Judge 
Schauer. 

The decision of the court 
followed one-half hour of 
fruitless arguments by un¬ 
ion attorneys that the plain¬ 
tiff petition' was based on 
legal grounds which had 
been already ruled out by 
a previous Supreme Court 
decision. 

The action was filed on 
behalf of the supermarkets 
by the Los Angeles law firm 
of Joseph M. McLaughlin.

Homebuyers are familiar with the fact that in the 
new housing developments undergrounding of utilities 
is the order of the day. The old forest of poles is no 
more. 

This pleasant Improvement is the product of one 
of those blendings of aesthetics and practicalities of 
which the American economy is so capable, although 
not always so productive. The cost element has always 
been the insurmountable problem; but with their con¬ 
tinuing research into ways and moans of better serving 
their customers, the electric utilities have been able to 
cut costs to a point where the home buyer can have 
his aesthetics and his efficient service, too. 

Pacific Gas and Electric Company, for example, has 
just cooperated with the people of Carmel Knolls in 
undergrounding all lines and removing what was once 
a necessary but unfortunate intrusion upon the beauti¬ 
ful vistas of that commuity near the Pacific. The cost? 
With the company bearing its share it came to a little 
over $600 for each dwelling. 

PG&E has budgeted some $8.5 million for such under¬ 
ground projects in other parts of its service area this 
year —a substantial Increase over 1968. In addition, 85 
to 90 per cent of that area’s new dwellings will be served 
by buried electric lines right from the beginning.
